Hundreds of 4-H Club Calves in Big Show 


As usual the lowa State Fair opened with her biggest guns. 
Saturday morning, August 25th, had been designated as the time 
when Iowa’s greatest Baby Beef Show should take place. Three 
great armies of young Iowan’s fell in line on the tan bark. Some 
of these youngsters were veterans of other combats, a part of them 
played the tenderfoot role. However all were keen, each watching 
closely the eye and the commands of the captain general who in 
this case proved to be the judge and the man who told them where 
to place their calves. 

There was an army under the red, white and roan flag that 
really expected to capture highest inter-breed honors but the fates 
were against them. To my way of thinking the Shorthorn calves 
as a whole had made wonderful strides for improvement over last 
year and the year before. More good top calves were in line too. 
At a distance it looked like they were approaching the correct type 
and that some of the calves had been splendidly fitted. Their cham- 
pions finally floated to the top and they were good ones too, but 
no other purples had been cut out for them upon this occasion. 

A second army composed of uniformly marked Whitefaces 
paraded, and that’s not all. They charged and they won the finals. 
In the singles this was quite some honor. The winner looked his 
part. In the groups of five, two sets of Whitefaces scored first 
and second. Hence the top squad of Iowa’s greatest baby beef 
show was off color of course, but they were anything but off in 
type and substance. 

The third army which came under the scrutinizing eye of Judge 
Milt Tudor as a whole proved quite a disappointment to the Doddie 
fans who were there to boost but all in vain. The sooner Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders discover that any old calf will not do for the kid- 
dies that much sooner will the breed resume its former position as 
absolute monarch of this show. To all appearances the boys and 
girls in most every case had done their part in fine shape and the 
Journal is certain that this same army of kiddies will come back 
next year so strong as to be able to take away all the purples if 
Daddies will but loosen up a bit and see to it that the kiddies get 
the right kind of a start. 

The Aberdeen-Angus had out some good calves as it was but 
they were not as highly fitted nor as prime as they should have 
been for a contest of this kind. Young Elliott Brown, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Brown, of Rose Hill, Iowa, did his best to 
uphold the Aberdeen-Angus banner and with a little 
more flesh might have brought home the purple in the 
finals. Elliott’s calf, Choice Goods, won his class and 
later the Aberdeen-Angus championship. Alvin Jorgen- 
son of Elkhorn stood second in class with an unnamed 
calf which proved to be the reserve champion for the 
breed over the first prize winners for Robert Gift and 
Willard Robinson in their respective classes. 

Elliott has been a consistent worker, trying several 
times before to get a purple ribbon, and now that he 
has really accomplished the feat has a right to feel proud 
of his undertakings and the final outcome. His calf, 
Choice Goods, was purchased from that good breeder A. 
G. Messer, of Grundy Center and started on feed Decem- 
ber 1st. His sire Echelon Marshall is a son of Earl Mar- 
shall while his dam was one of the good K. Pride cows in 
the Messer herd. Choice Goods made a daily gain of 2.9 
pounds, finishing at the weight of 960 pounds for the 
Iowa State fair. He is of good type, carries an even 
covering of flesh, has a nice pliable skin and will when 
in bloom make quite a different showing. By Interna- 
tional time he should put up a stronger fight and per- 
haps with different results. 

Other youngsters will be interested in knowing just 
how Elliott proceeded to feed this calf. While busily 
engaged in replacing the blanket on Choice Goods this is 
what Elliott said: “I started him on oats and corn 
ground to which was added a little oil meal. Later bar- 
ley was added to the ration. At the finish the propor- 
tions were three-fourths barley to one-fourth corn which 
was moistened with molasses. The barley and corn ration 
having been cooked. This was appetizing and brought 
good results. Cheice Goods nursed until ten months of 
age. His hay ration consisted 
of mixed clover and timothy.”

The county groups were highly interesting. Marshall county 
seemed determined that no other county in the state shall ever have 
the pleasure to taking home an Iowa purple. She won first and 
second in the county groups of five. She also won the Herefor: 
group of five and finished up by winning the county champion 
group with five Herefords. The Journal is of the opinion that , 
group of five could have been made up from the two top groups of 
Aberdeen-Angus that would have changed this part of the story. 
The five best calves were not in either group. : 

When it came to the mixed groups from different counties jt 
was quite noticeable that the predominating color was black. Twen- 
ty-five calves were shown in the first five groups, twelve of these 
were Aberdeen-Angus, six were Herefords and seven were Short- 
horns.

Long has the Illinois State fair been bidding for a place in the 
sun. Founded in 1853 her growth has been constant. Last year 
saw the new grand stand and race course dedicated. This year 
found a brand new eight foot steel fence completely encircling the 
364 acre tract and to the joy of the “cow boys” six new cattle barns 
came into use for the first time in 1928. 

While Illinois is one of the strongest Aberdeen-Angus states 
in the Union her state show would not have been so keen but for 
the visiting neighbors. J. Garrett Tolan was the only Illinois 
breeder with nerve enough to go into battle line, but he was pretty 
well equipped for the tray and as a consequence kept the other 
boys away from a number of the blue, red and purple ribbons as 
will be noted by referring to the detailed winning list shown in the 
last issue of the Journal. 

Holmes Thompson and Billy Wilson came over from Indiana 
and Woodcote came down from Michigan, lowa furnished some 
competition in the Schmuecker herd and “Ken” McGregor sent ov- 
er a herd from the Hartiey Stock Farms at Page, North Dakota. 
With this lineup to greet Prof. Rusk, of the U. of Illinois, there 
was sure something to happen. The Professor found it a pleasant 
job to work on such a strong string of cattle. They were good from 
beginning to end—every class. 

Tolan’s aged bull EKileenmere 15th 398457, a son of Eileenmere 
4th 251504, who was one of the prepotent breeding sons of Oakville 
Quiet Lad the International grand champion bull in 1910, and a 
great son of Black Woodlawn marched to the top of the class as 
he had done the week before at the Central States Exposition. At 
both shows he received the senior championship. At Aurora he 
was made grand champion also. 

His close contender was found in Bonnie Erica 10th 380898, 
who had the honor of winning his class at this same show in 1926, 
he also won his class and was senior champion at the Kentucky 
state fair in 1927, this bull was shown by Thompson of Indiana. 
Third place went to Black Art S. 381984, a son of Blackcap Bando- 
lier 2d 363329, and winner of first in class at the Missouri State 
fair in 1926, he is a good bull too and was shown by Schmuecker 
& Sons, of Iowa. In fourth position stood a bull that has been 
covered with first prize and championship ribbons the past two 
seasons, Glencarnock Revolution 377961, a worthy son of the 1923 
International grand champion bull Blackcap Revolution 287269. He 
was grand champion bull this year at Brandon, Manitoba, Grand 
Forks, Devil’s Lake, and Fargo for the Hartley Stock Farms. To- 
lan closed the class with Idle Marshall 389340 by Evolution Mar- 
shall 351891, a son of the world famous Earl Marshall. This bull 
carried away many firsts in 1926, a long string of seconds in 1927. 

Four very fine two year old bulls came into line. They were 
of good type and conformation. Alex Minty’s good young bul? 
Baron Burgess of Woodcote 389006 by old Edgardo of Dalmeny 
313296, who has been used to the spot lights came to the top. He 
was first at the Eastern States in 1926, first at Aurora last week 
and first here this week. A good start for a good bull worthy to 
keep his place throughout the season. He has about all the quali- 


fications essential in a strong going show and breeding bull. A 
new comer, Blackcap King S. 393642, who played to the blue at 
Eastern States, Trenton, N. J., and Virginia state fairs last year 
and at Davenport this season bounced into second place for Sehmu- 
ecker & Sons. Thompson’s Elmore E. 7th 408386 slipped in ahead 
of Wilson’s bull Enos 9th of Maple River 404612, winner of second 
in class at Aurora the week before. 


Eventuation of Page 405575, the senior yearling shown by 
Hartley Stock Farms, and winner of reserve grand champion at 
Brandon and first at Grand Forks and Fargo and second at Aurora, 
marched to the head of the class of five for his owners. Next him 
stood Blackbird Wonder of M. G. 402933 shown by Billy Wilson. 
These two bulls changed places as shown at Aurora the week earl- 
ier. A tight fit, this pair. Benedict of Woodcote 3d 402893 moved 
up two notches from the week earlier at Aurora, this time scoring 
at third, coming in ahead of Black Revolution 5th 408415 shown by 
Tolan who also had a new one in at fifth, called Kansas Diamond 
413455. 

The next class of four bulls was shook up quite a bit. For the 
third time this season Revolution 11th of Page 407252 stood at the 
head of his class for the Hartleys. He is a fine son of Blackcap 
Revolution and a very promising youngster. At second Woodcote 
scored with Entriller of Woodcote 404631 who was first in class at 
the Royal Winter show in Toronto in 1927. Wilson and Thompson 
placed in order two new calves. 

The Summer yearling bull class furnished a pretty battle for 
those at the ringside and a trouble wave for the judge. The Hart- 
ley Stock Farms had out an outstanding pair of calves whose posi- 
tions have been determined more or less by personal whims of the 
judges. Blackbird Bandolier of Page 441212 had won three firsts 
and a second place up to now. He possessed a beautiful head, in 
fact is a real little bull right now, crest and all. This youngster 
appeared in fine form and there is something about him that makes 
one like him immediately, because of this excess flash and his 
splendid mannerisms this youngster has succeeded generally in 
pulling down the blue and on two occasions the junior purple. Prof. 
Rusk, however took a different angle for his decision, just what I 
know not, but he placed the other calf Revolution of Page 2d up 
and finally made him junior and grand champion bull of the show. 
This is the way I saw these calves at the stables in Page in Junc. 
There is a smoothness and a volume of substance indicating a won- 
derful outcome for the calf that went to the top, and he made a 
very acceptable top bull for the show even though it was necessary 
for him to outdistance the aged bull Eileenmere 15th who was 
showing to good advantage too. The baby bull class was headed 
by Tolan’s Eileenmere 418936 who also won his class at the Central 
States at Aurora last week. - 

In the three bull group Hartley and Tolan stood at the top. 
The two bull group was headed by Hartley and Woodcote, six en- 
tries showing in each section, and they made a pleasing and rather 
spectacular showing for the interested ringside. 

Every one of the five cows that placed in the money had at 
some time or other won a blue ribbon, some of them had won sev- 
eral blue ribbons, and yet but one could be favored here. They 
stood in order as they had stood at Aurora the week earlier, except 
that Schumecker & Sons placed their wonderfully fine old cow, 
Pinehu~st Prudence 2d 387432 at the top of the list. Nothing new 
for her for she had last season received like honors at Iowa, Indi- 
ana, Eastern States, Trenton and Virginia, both latter places giv- 
ing her the senior and grand championship ribbons as well. She 
had been defeated the week before at Davenport by the Blake cow 
Blackcap Marjorie 2d only by a very close margin. 

The two year old class was a ripper too. Four of the top five 
had received at leading shows at least one and one as many as six 
first prize ribbons. That is the kind of females that graced the

competition in the bull groups was keen. No one had won a dom- 
inating share of the ribbons so the groups had to receive an entirely 
new rating, each appearing solely upon its merits. They were a 
fine lot and they drew a good crowd at the ringside even though 
these many groups were sandwiched in between the dairy breeds 
and the other beef breeds at the end of the arena, forming in two 
and sometimes three lines which did not give them the opportunity 
to show off to any great advantage as compared with other breeds 
in the ring. Folks liked them though, and when the cattle were 
shoved one way or the other the crowd swayed too. 

To properly present the cow classes one should be as versatile 
as the artist who reports for the latest style revue where the sweet 
maidens are delicately clad in the newest and latest efforts from 
gay Paree. But cows are cows and the lover of Doddies at the 1928 
Iowa State Fair has just reasons for being proud of the display 
brought forward. The bull classes passed rapidly before the hour 
had grown too late. It was hot and the lads protested somewhat 
further showing, however it was agreed to place the aged cows be- 
fore the professor would be allowed to call it a day’s work. 


Here they came, nine of them. Not a single one in the lineup 
unfit to qualify as a champion in hot competition. This is where 
Judge Kildee began to steam up again. Matt Young led the Rowles 
cow, Blackcap of Glenrock 3d 368121, with no small degree of con- 
fidence for she had yet to be defeated this year in class and in 1926 
and 1927 she had pulled down many championships in the bg 
shows. Such perfect bloom would carry a contender most any- 
where. She never looked better, nor smootner, nor seemed to be 
more assured of her success. After the march she fell out of line 
first. Next ordered out was Black Lass of Glencarnock 6th win- 
ner of first and grand championship for Harrison Stock Farms at 
the Pacific International in 1926, and now one of the sweetest, and 
tidiest things in the Harrison & Ryan herd.

Barring accidents we 
will all be looking for 
her at the big shows this 
winter. More width, or 
depth, or better lines, or 
a more evenly distribut- 
ed poundage of flesh 
could scarcely be im- 
magined than is found in 
this great cow. It did 
not seem to make any 
particular difference 
whether Erica Energy 
47th from the Harrison 
& Ryan herd claimed four or even more first prize ribbons in last 
year’s contests, they could not be of assistance to her now.

TARIFF SAVED BANKS 
AND BREEDING HERDS. 
(By Louis G. Connor in Armour’s Monthly Letter to Animal Husbandmen.) 

Note: Following is the completion of the discussion present- 
ed in last issue.—Editor. 

These efforts undoubtedly saved scores if not hundreds of lo- 
cal western banks, and hundreds if not thousands cf breeding herds. 
But the liquidation, despite attempts to help the situation, was such 
that thin cattle prices remained for a time at levels which faciliated 
the production of an abundance of finished beef, to the profit of 
the feeders. Beef cattle were finished on a rising market after 
1921, although prices for thin cattle failed to advance until liqui- 
dation was substantially completed in 1925. With beef cattle, par- 
ticularly thin cattle, being produced in surplus in Canada, a long 
and expensive transporatation charge from Canada to Great 
Britain, and a substantial duty if they were marketed in the United 
States, it was only natural that Canadian prices should be affected 
adversely. For Canadian prices had to follow the same trend which 
characterized Argentine prices, both countries being exporters. The 
temporary failure of domestic prices for thin cattle to advance, 
following the tariff in 1921, and the advance of Dominion prices in 
connection with developments in 1913, has given rise to conclusions 
concerning which there has been some disagreement. 

For instance, the claim has been advanced that, “It is, how- 
ever, the Canadian, rather than the domestic prices, that appear to 
vary most following changes in the tariff.” Such a conclusion, 
obviously intended for long-time application in subsequent refer- 
ence to it, is based on distinctly short-time developments. In con- 
sidering this matter it is worth while to glance again at the highly 
abnormal situation immediately before and after 1913. Good beef 
steers at Chicago averaged 60 cents per 100 pounds higher than 
choice butcher cattle in Toronto during 1910 and 1911. In 1912 the 
Chicago differential was 95 cents. In 1913 it was $1.45. During 


the 12 months ended September 30, 1913, the Chicago excess was 


$1.65 per 100 pounds. In 1914 and 1915 it avera 
The tariff evidently had become in some ooo fo rs 
domestic prices by the autumn of 1912.

27, 1921. In the last seven months of that year, as compared with 
the first five months Toronto prices for good beef steers avera d 
$2.14 lower, as compared with a decline of only 35 cents at Chi 
cago for native beef steers. During the entire year of 192] Chi- 
cago averaged $8.20 per 100 pounds; Toronto $6.89. It may a 
noted also, that chiller steers in Buenos Aires averaged $5.48 dur- 
ing the first five months of 1921; $4.41 during the last seven 
months, or a decline of 20 per cent. During the calendar year 199} 
they averaged $4.86 as compared with $4.79 during 1922 to 1927 
Chicago during 1922 to 1927 averaged $10.02 and Toronto $7.23, © 

In the case of thin cattle domestic liquidation of herds prevent- 
ed a rise in domestic prices until 1925. Due both to a seasonal de- 
cline and forced liquidation, Chicago prices for stockers and feed- 
ers averaged $1.50 lower per 100 pounds during the last seven 
months of 1921, as compared with the first five months of the same 
year. Winnipeg prices declined $2.38. It is remarkable in the cir- 
cumstances, that Winnipeg prices did not decline even more, as the 
bulk of the Canadian surplus consists of thin cattle raised in the 
western provinces. The fact is that live stock was held off the 
market in considerable numbers on account of the low prices. 

The following comparison of Canadian and Chicago cattle 
prices states the relationship clearly: 

During 1921 the Chicago prices averaged $6.45 per 100 pounds; 
Winnipeg $3.79. 

During 1922 to 1924, inclusive Chicago averaged $6.55; Winni- 
peg $3.37. 

For 1925 to 1927 Chicago averaged $7.65 and Winnipeg $4.41. 

During the entire period from 1922 to 1927 Chicago averaged 
$7.08 and Winnipeg $3.89. 

The greater change in Dominion than in American domestic 
cattle prices immediately after May, 1921, was entirely normal and 
to be expected, just as the rise in Canadian prices after 1913, and 
the failure of domestic prices. to degline, was entirely abnormai. 
The latter was a short-time development which does not justify 
conclusions concerning normal price behavior following changes in 
the tariff. The changes of 1921 and thereafter would seem to jus- 
tify conclusions with reference to normal tariff-change price be- 
havior. An attempt to read normality into both sets of phenomena 
is misleading and results in nothing that could properly be termed 
a conclusion.

By 1840 this number had increas- 
ed to more than 19,000,000 head producing 
35,804,000 pounds of wool per annum. 
this number 18,807,000 were reported to 
have occupied ranges east of the Mississip- 
pi, while only slightly more than 503,000 
grazed on the ranges west of the Missis- 
si i. ; m 

ie original Spanish territory now desig- 
nated as the State of New Mexico is known 
to have been stocked with sheep not later 
than some time during the 17th century. 
The Spaniards are known to have founded 
Santa Fe in 1605. It is generally known 
that the sheep owned by the Spaniards in 
this territory were of Spanish origin, but all 
writers are not in agreement as to _ the 
preeding of these sheep. Some authorities 
believe that the early Spanish sheep con- 
sisted of Merinos at least in part. Howev- 
er, it is quite generally believed that these 
sheep were a coarsewool type that sheared 
a very light fleece of wool. It is said that 
in 1750 sheep formed the chief element of 
agriculture in New Mexico. Spanish sheep 
were introduced into California as early as 
1773, although any real improvement in the 
breeding of the sheep in these states did not 
begin much before 1859. The first blooded 
Merino rams are reported to have been driv- 
en across country from Kentucky to New 
Mexico in 1859 by George Giddings, while 
improved finewool sheep are said to have 
been introduced into California beginning 
in 1856. During ensuing years they were 
shipped in comparitively large numbers to 
other western states for flock improvement 
purposes. 

New Mexico was the first chief source of 
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beginning in 1852 large num- 
bers of these sheep were driven to Califor- 
nia. During the period 1852-1860, more 
than 551,000 head were driven to that state. 
Although these flocks were known to be 
the unimproved Mexican type, there was a 
strong demand both from breeders residing 
in the northwest and in the southwest. 
Large numbers of these sheep were driven 
from New Mexico to Wyoming, Kansas and 
Nebraska until between 1883-1885 as many 
as 1,000,000 were driven out of the state 
per annum. 

Beginning in the early eighties large 
numbers of the New Mexico sheep were 
driven to Texas. The fleece weights of the 
unimproved Mexican sheep averaged around 
1.5 pounds at that time. They were a hardy 
strain and were able to withstand the un- 
favorable range conditions that they very 
frequently met. They responded very read- 
ily to the improvement sought through the 
use of the improved Merino rams on the 
Mexican ewe and the first cross is said to 
have yielded almost twice as much wool as 
the unimproved dams. The prices realized 
for the unimproved Mexican sheep during 
the early eighties were sometimes very 
small; however, it enabled the men with 
small means to at least acquire a small 
number of these sheep, which they might 
possibly not have been able to do had the 
price been higher.

The Belgian show from the standpoint of 
number was not up to its standard estab- 
lished a few years ago but never in the his- 
tory of Iowa State Fair was the top plac- 
Ings and championships more hotly contest- 
ed. Holbert Horse Importing Co. won first 


in the first two stallion classes. 
Boulder Bridge was first on Mar- 
quis de Farceur in the three- 
year-old class and the firm of C. 
G. Good & Son went to the top 
in the two-year-old ring with Su- 
preme Evidence. Good & Son al- 
so won the stallion foal class. 
The grand champion stallion hon- 
or went to Holbert Horse Import- 
ing Co. on Major de Malmaison, 
the grand champion at the Na- 
tional Belgian Horse Show held 
in Waterloo last fall, a splendid 
type fellow with plenty of scale 
and draftiness and a great indi- 
vidual from any angle. The jun- 
ior and reserve grand champion 
honor went to Supreme Evidence 
owned by C. G. Good & Son, of 
Ogden, lowa, a very promising 
two-year-old with legs where 
they should be, with clean hocks 
and a good mover. 


The mare classes brought on a 
fight between Boulder Bridge and 
Good. Both firms were represented by some 
outstanding individuals and the honors were 
divided almost equal. Possibly one of the 
best fights came in the two-year-old class 
between Syncopation of the Boul- 
der Bridge Farm and Knollwood 
Supreme Queen owned by Good 
& Son. The latter showed a little 
cleaner legs and superior hocks 
but lacked in size of bone, spring 
of rib and draftiness. These two 
fillies could both be a little sweet- 
er in the head but will make ser- 
ious trouble in any competition. 
Syncopation was later made jun- 
ior and reserve grand champion 
while Marjorie, the first prize 
yearling from the Good string, 
and a dangerous one, was made 
reserve and grand champion. 
Senior champion honor went to 
Paramount Leona, first prize ag- 
ed mare and last year’s grand 
champion, owned by Boulder 
Bridge Farm. The first prize in 
the group classes was won by 
Good & Son and in summing up 
the Belgian show, Holbert Horse 
Importing Co. made the most 
predominant stallion show. The 
blood of Farceur was more pro- 
nounced than any other sire and 
the Boulder Bridge Farm, Excelsior, Minn., 
is to be highly commended for their good 
exhibit, and the manner in which they kept 
their stalls and the placard which 
hung over each individual. More 
horsemen should take the oppor- 
tunity of advertising their stock 
at the show.

The Percheron show at Des Moines in 
1927 was a disappointing one. It did not do 
justice to the Percheron industry 
of Iowa but as the tide goes 
down it is bound to come back. 
The exhibit of Percherons at Des 
Moines this year was the best it 
has been for many years. There 
were 125 head exhibited and the 
quality and individual excellence 
was of the highest rank. There 
were fourteen exhibitors repre- 
senting three different states. 
The stallion classes were some- 
what superior to the mares. 
There were nine aged stallions 
opened the fire but when the 
smoke cleared away Imported 
Bronze from the Singmaster sta- 
bles was first; Enticer, the 1927 
champion owned by Humbert, 
was second; Femco Farms was 
third; Irida Boy, veteran of the 
show ring, was fourth, owned by 
C. G. Ames and Delbert from the 
Bitterman string, stood fifth. 
Bronze was the largest horse in 
the class showing a great deal of 
draftiness and a beautiful head 
and neck. Enticer has quality-plus and At- 
tiseur was a real thick drafty kind. The 
four-year-old class was headed by Egotistic 
owned by Humbert and a very drafty horse 
with clean feet and legs. He was followed 
by A. L. Champlin’s Ames Max, a little 
stronger horse in the back but slightly more 
upstanding. Lassie’s Lad owned by Holbert 
Horse Importing Co. came in third and was 
very much of the type of the top horse and 
from the sideline it appeared that Ames 
Max might have went first or third. The 
three-year-old class brought out some good 
young stallions but the fight settled around 
Colonel Egotistic owned by Humbert anil 
David owned by Holbert Horse Importing 
Co. Colonel Egotistic was a little nearer 
the American Percheron type and showed 
slightly more quality in the legs while Da- 
vid was heavier muscled, had more sub- 
stance of bone and draftier. The placing of 
these horses was more or less a personal 
opinion but after careful consideration Mr.

Preserving Eggs 


In Fall for Winter Use 


During the month of September is a good time to preserve 
a quantity of eggs for home use in early winter. As a general 
rule the price of eggs advances sharply from September to De- 
cember. One might state, “What is the use of preserving eggs, 
when I can use the fresh product on the farm?” Well, eggs are 
like fruit, in this instance. Many times, one will hear farmers 
state, “Why should I grow fruit, when I can buy what I want 
in the winter?” The trouble with such reasoning is the fact 
that the prices are so high we do without the fruit. With eggs 
likewise, when the prices are high, we instinctively want to sel] 
them. Now then, if one will take the cheaper fall eggs on the 
farm and preserve them, then one can sell the greater portion 
of the fresh eggs that are produced. Eggs preserved on the farm, 
when they are strictly fresh, will remain in this condition under 
proper preservation and will fill the bill for cooking in a very satis- 
factory manner. Sometimes, we hear authorities recommending the 
home preservation of 
eggs in the spring 
months for winter use. 
These eggs, as a gener- 
al rule, will not be as 
good as the eggs pre- 
served in the fall for 
winter use. It must be 
remembered, however, 
that preserved eggs 
should not be placed on 
the market and sold as 
a strictly fresh product. 
Home _ preservation. 
means exactly as_ is 
stated they are—for 
home use only. 

Preparing Eggs for 
Preservation—In order 
to be absolutely safe in 
regard to the quality of 
the egg, it must be can- 
dled. This can be done, 
by holding an egg be- ees 
tween the eye and a | eeceiecniiiemiiauadiniaie 
strong light in such a 
manner that the rays 
of light come to the eye 
through the egg and thus the condition of the contents of the egg 
can be seen. 

Equipment for Candling—Candling eggs should be done in a 
dark room, using a light enclosed in a case having opposite the 
light a hole of sufficient size and shape at which the egg is held 


for examination. An ordi- 
nary hand lamp, a lantern, 
an incandescent bulb, or a 
flash light may be used. 
Any box large enough to 
hold the lamp set on end 
can be used for a case. It 
is well to have a hole in 
the top end of the case to 
prevent a fire. 
Appearance of Eggs 
in Candling—A _ perfectly 
good fresh egg shows full 
and clear before the light. 
There should be a very lit- 
tle air cell at the large 
end and the outline of the 
yolk should be only faintly 
discernible. A fixed air 
cell of one-eighth to three- 
sixteenths of an inch in

Preserving Eggs in Water Gla 3 
for preserving should be fresh and ee 
and, if possible, infertile. Eggs that float 
are not fresh and should not be used, When 
eggs are slightly soiled, a cloth dampened 
with vinegar can be used to remove such 
stains. Under no circumstance should bad. 
ly soiled or cracked eggs be used for pre- 
serving; if put in the jar when soiled the 
will spoil and affect the other eggs, ’ . 


Water glass or Sodium Silicate is one 
of the best methods to preserve eggs. This 
costs about thirty (30c) cents a quart or it 
will cost about two (2c) cents a dozen to 
preserve the eggs. It is not advisable to 
Use one (1) quart of sodj- 


um silicate to nine (9) quarts of water that has been boiled and 
cooled. Place the mixture in a five (5) gallon crock or jar. This 
will be sufficient to preserve fifteen (15) dozen eggs and will serve

fresh eggs in a clean earthenware crock or 
jar and pour the clear lime water into the 
vessel until the eggs are covered. At least 
2 inches of the solution should cover the top 
layer of eggs. Sometimes a pound of salt is 
used with the lime, but experience has 
shown that in general the lime without the 
salt is more satisfactory. 

Uses of Preserved Eggs—Preserved eggs, 
if properly handled, can be used for any 
purpose. However, they do not have quite 
the consistency of a strictly fresh egg, and 
many people prefer to use them only for 
cooking purposes. In appearance the pre- 
served egg will show an albumen which is 
a trifle more watery or thin than a strictly 
fresh egg. The yolk will appear slightly 
flattened, and will not stand up as will the 
yolk of a strictly fresh egg. The albumen 
will also show a slight pinkish tint, due to 
the presence of the alkaline solution. It 
will be noticed that the preserved eggs will 
not stand quite the rough usage that a 
strictly fresh egg will stand, due to a slight 
weakening of the structure of the membrane 
surrounding the yolk. In other words, when 
it is desirable to separate the yolks from the 
whites, care will have to be used not to 
break the yolk. When boiling preserved 
eggs, it is desirable to make a slight pin 
prick in the air cell or the large end to pre- 
vent the cracking of the shell. It is earnest- 
ly believed and recommended that a more 
extended practice of home preservation of 
eggs by the water glass method will do 
much to reduce the cost of eggs which must 
be purchased during the late fall and win- 
ter, and will also result in a more constant 
supply for home use. The method is sim- 
ple, the cost is very low, and the profit re- 
sulting from the practice very material.
